This works out at $7.29 
and $8 a ton, respectively, to which 
amounts the expert added 31 cents, 
the presumed loss in revenue which 
the railway would = suffer were 
American coal supplanted by the 
Alberta product. 


Inclusive Figure 


The witness presented a parallel 
set of figures to illustrate the “in- 
elusive’ cost of the same shipment 
of coal. This cost includes an esti 
mate of a fair profit and the share 
the coal traffic should bear in meet- 
ing the general expenses of the sys- 
tem. 

On the latter basis 
enleulated the cost Yrom Lethbridge 
to Toronto at $16,239,649, and from 
Kneehill to Toronto at $17,781,547. 

Thus, his estimate of the “inclu- 
sive” cost per ton was $16.24 from 
Lethbridge to Toronto and «$17.78
